a. m. the robbers silently approached 
the little building from different di- 
rections, "jimmied" open the front 
door and 
entered. 
One man 
re- 


mained outside 
as lookout. Soon 


afterward, the posse closed in on the 
postoffice and the lookout opened 
fire. 
Instantly 
the robbers 
ap- 


peared at. windows and doors 
and 
started shooting, the posse returning 
the fire vigorously. 


The robbers retreated under the 
continuous fire of the 
posse, but 
three 
fell 
wounded. They 
were 
taken to the hospital where 
they 


gave their names as John Mayo, 42, 
St. Paul, Minn.; Frank Matson, 38. 
Galesburg, 111., and Charles Collins 
Mayo was shot in the arm as was 
Matson.

of non-combatants follows. 


"Until the decision of the perma- 


nent court of arbitration the German 
naval forces will

American vessels as are loaded with 
absolute contraband when the pre- 
conditions provided by the declara- 
tion of London are present. In this 
the German government quite shares 
the views of the American govern- 
ment that all possible care must be 
;aken for the security of the crew 
and passengers of a vessel 
to be 


sunk.

blance of leadership and splitting up 
into bands of a dozen or more went 
freely about the work of destruction. 
Saloon after saloon was broken into, 
looted and fired, the flames spread- 
ing to the other business blocks on 
the street. Fanned by a strong wind 
the fire tore its way up the hill and 
many residences, some occupied by 
the rioters were burned. 


Mayor W. H. Cunningham u,ml the 


ten policemen who make up the pro- 
tective force of the village, early 
realized the situation was beyond 
them and gathered at the police sta- 
tion at the west end'of the business 
district 
or 
wandered 
along 
the 


streets unable to do anything. Sher- 
iff J. C. Vinstead, earlier in the eve- 
ning bad been blinded temporarily by 
red pepper thrown1 in his eyes i>y a 
rioter, and later conferred with May- 
or Cunningham, who admitted ue 
was unable to stop the rioting. This 
condition the sheriff-reported to Gen- 
eral Speaks, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles C. Weybrecht, who had been 
sent to look over, the situation.

A dry goods store. ne:ir Seventh 


street, and Wilson avenue, shared a , 
building with a saloon. The particu- 
lar party of rioters who. selected i: 
for their prey made the mistake of 
attacking the dry goods ^tore first. 
As they approached the tlocr a man 
appeared at a window i:i the living 
quarters above the sto"e and fired 
one shot from his revolver. A rioter, 
who had not been identified

morning, fell d-ead in the street, and 
the rest fled.

when a passenger train slowed down 
a.? it approached the burning build- 
ings.

time to time extended.

largement of the franchise has been 
a natural and logical development of 
the principle of popular sovereignty. 
We may assume that universal male 
suffrage is an established factor in 
our systen> of government." 


"In our opinion every 
argument 


and every principle upon which Un- 
iversal manhood suffrage rests de- 
mands the extension of its privileges 
and responsibilities to women. 


"Neither 
logically 
nor 
justly, 


therefore can unlimited suffrage be 
recognized as an essential to our re- 
publican form of government, and 
it? existence at the same time

At the time 
the will was made experts figured out 
that the fortune would amount to 
something like £1,000,000 by the time 
it should be turned over to the great- 
grandson, but the expenses .of litiga- 
tion and administration had been so 
great that he received only about the

Japanese Houses. 


A number of causes have affected 


the size of the Japanese house, which 
seems much too small for a comforta- 
ble habitation in the eyes of the for- 
eigner. In the first place, the people 
themselves are small, the average 
height of the Japanese male adult be- 
ing five feet three and one-half inches 
and that of the female four feet nine 
and one-half icches. As it is the usual 
custom to sit on the floors upon cush- 
ions, with the legs bent beneath, great 
height of ceilings is not desirable. The 
low ceilings may also be attributed to 
the lack of any heating systems other 
than the small charcoal brazier known 
as the "hibashi."

How Cotton Varies. 


Cotton is usually differentiated in or- 


dinary classification by the length of 
its staple. 
"Ordinary cotton" in the 


United States is of several kinds, chief 
among them the upland cotton, with 
a staple of from seven-eighths to one 
inch in length, and gulf of Texas cot- 
ton, of which the staple is not usual- 
ly quite so long. The longest stapled 
cottons among tho "ordinary cottons" 
here are the bottom land or bender 
cottou. with a staple of from one and 
one-eighth to one and one-fourth inch, 
and the special fancy staple cotton, one 
and three-eighths to one and 
five- 


eighths inch in length. The sea island 
cotton, which is grown on the sea is- 
lands off the coast of South Carolina, 
has a staple of from one and a half to 
two and a half inches, the average 
length being one and three-fourths. 
Egyptian cotton is being grown in 
southern California, New Mexico ami 
Arizona. Its staple is not so long as 
the sea islnn.l cotton, but compares 
rather with ttf upland cotton here.

Refining Tapioca. 


This elegant and delicate starch is 


(tho product of a plant that is culti- 
vated very extensively in the Malay 
peninsula, where its culture is almost 
entirely in the hands of the Chinese. 
The tubers of the plant (Manihot utili-.- 
sima), -which •weigh on .111 a\er.is'- 
from ten to twenty-flve pounds, me 
first scraped and then carefully vtush- 
ed, after which they arc reduced to a 
pulp by being passed between roller*. 
This pulp is carefully 
\\afehed and 


shaken up with abundance of water 
until the felc'ula separates and passes 
through a very fine sieve into a tub 
placed beneath. The flour so obt.lined 
is repeatedly washed and then placo.l 
on mats and bleached by exposure to 
the sun and air. It is finally converted 
into the pearl tapioca of commerce by 
being placed in a crude shaped fr.-ir.jc 
covered with canvas. 
It is slisbt'y 


moistened and subjected to a rotary 
motion, by which nicnns it is granu- 
lated. It is nest dried in the sun s\r.<\ 
finally over the firo in nn iron pai 
greased with vegetable tallow u;)d i* 
then ready for the market.

Military Spies. 


One of the ingenious Ideas of mod- 


ern war strategy is to utilize artist 
skill hi making a drawing of a fortifi- 
cation without betraying Its purport 
on the surface.

If caught with It he 
might pose with comparative safety 
as an artist who had been sketching 
for pleasure and was entirely ignorant 
of the existence of any fort and its 
surroundings.

A 
weight of more than six pounds Is re- 
quired to force apart the shell of a 
common mussel, aud in the Mediter- 
ranean a clam exists that will support 
nearly 300 times its own weight— 
equivalent to a 130 pound man sup- 
porting more than thirty-six tons. 
These interesting facts have been 
brought to light by a series of experi- 
ments and investigations conducted by 
Felix Plateau, a Belgian scientist. Dr. 
Plateau has been measuring at the 
same time the strength of insects. Har- 
nessed to a delicate weighing machine 
of special construction, the insects 
were prodded into attempts to escape 
while weights were added until any 
forward movement was rendered im- 
possible. By such means the investi- 
gator learned, among other curious 
facts, that a bee, weight for weight, is 
thirty times as strong as a horse.—Bos- 
ton Herald.

EARLY MORNING 


FIRE THREATENS 


BOWLING ALLEYS 


Fire broke out early Saturday 


morning in the room occupied by the 
Pastime Bowling Co., 20 North Sec- 
ond street, and threatened to destroy 
the building and spread to the build- 
ings adjoining on the 
south 
side. 


Prompt work on the part of Patrol 
man Alonzo Shaw, who discovered 
the blaze, and three fire companies, 
prevented Newark from 
being 
the 


scene of another big conflagration. 
The damage is estimated at $25. 


At three a. m. 
Saturday 
while 


Patrolman Shaw was engaged in try- 
ing the doors in the East Park place, 
he noticed that the windows of the 
Bowling Alley Co. appeared 
to 
be 


heavily steamed. A closer investiga- 
tion disclosed the fact that the sup- 
posed steam was smoke. 
He imme- 


diately turned in an alarm and in 
a few minutes the Central, East and 
North fire companies were on the 
scene. 


The room was 
so 
dense 
with 


smoke that it was with the greatest 
difficulty that the firemen succeed- 
ed in locating the blaze which was 
about the center of the south wall 
and gradually eating its way to the 
adjoining building. 
Chemicals and 


an axe were brought into play and 
the fire was soon extinguished. 


The noise of the fire wagons and 


the firemen at work soon aroused 
the occupants of the building, who 
rushed into the streets to ascertain 
the location of the fire. 
They were 


assured that the flames were under 
control and that there was no fur- 
ther danger. 


The origin of the fire was due to 


a lighted cigar or cigarette being 
thrown on a cocoa rug used by the 
bowlers to clean their shoes before 
walking upon the alleys. 
Messrs. 


Louis Bentz and John Kennedy, who 
were on duty at the store until 12 
o'clock detected smoke in the room, 
but thought it was due to thg heat 
from a stove on several nearby posts. 
Water was thrown on the post and 
the two men locked the store and 
went home. 


The building Is owned by James K. 


Hamill, who now is sojourning 
in 


Florida. The damage caused by the 
flames is covered by insurance. 


?ome difficulty was experienced by 


the Central company in getting to the 
fire as the companies from the east 
and north parts of the city were on 
the scene at nearly the same time.
